NO ROYAL ROAD. 



" Zip Coon," Brooklyn, asks a question 
which is somewhat difficult to reply to in 
the space which can be afforded in our 
limited columns. If we understand his 
question, — and if we do not, he will greatly 
oblige by correcting us-^he wants to know 
why so much " fingering " work is assigned 
to the left hand, which, in his idea, has the 
greater part of the work to do in banjo 
music. He is correct — in a measure— the 
fingering or "stopping," is made by the 
left hand, because nearly all players being 
right-handed, the instruments must be 
formed on a right handed basis. That is, 
they must be held on the nght> the strings 
so placed as to be reached in the right or- 
der by the left hand. If "Zip Coon" will 
give the matter a little thought, he will see 
that the labor must be divided between the 
two hands, that is, one must do the "stop- 

ing" and the other the picking — in violins this " wheel," cleaned out ail the trout 
the bowing — and that as now arranged, it brooks and .killed all the game, except one 
is about as it should be, the left hand labor I bear and two cubs who came as near as
